Premier Ed Stelmach, in his final budget as 
premier Thursday, fought off the fiscal 
hawks to proclaim: Damn the red ink, full 
speed ahead with the road graders. 

Stelmach's Progressive Conservative 
government is budgeting for a $3.4-billion 
deficit in 2011 in order to fund $6.6 billion 
in infrastructure spending on roads, 
schools, and hospitals. 

That figure, on a per capita basis, is 50 
per cent higher than any other province. 

Stelmach’s finance minister, Lloyd Snel- 
grove, said the government has learned 
from the past when it built in boom years 
while costs were high and cut to the bone 
when budgets were lean. 

“There’s a practical side when you see 
the damage that can be done by overcut¬ 
ting,” said Snelgrove. 

“Albertans told us last year and told us 
this year: ‘We don't want to go back into 
the pendulum days of government, where 
you go from an overspend to an overcut.’” 

It’s the third consecutive multibillion- 
dollar budget deficit from the province.

► This budget forecasts spending of $39 
billion and revenues of $35.6 billion, with 
the shortfall to be paid off by the province's 
rainy day Sustainability Fund. 

► The fund — surplus revenue socked away 
when oil and gas were delivering big 
surpluses in the last decade — was at $17 
billion in its heyday, but will fall to $5.3 bil¬ 
lion by the time the latest deficit is paid off. 

► Snelgrove said they'll use the fund because 
that's what it's there for. 

► "To leave that (Sustainability Fund) money in 
the bank, and let go some of our best teach¬ 
ers and nurses certainly doesn't make sense 
to me," he said. 

► Revenues are projected to go up by $1.6 bil¬ 
lion, driven primarily by more resource and 
tax money. Bitumen royalties from Alberta 
oilsands are expected to deliver $4.1 billion 
in revenue this year and $7.1 billion within 
three years to put the province back in the 
black by 2014.

Albertans should prepare 
to pay more for many serv¬ 
ices this spring, as the 
province increases user 
fees in an effort to keep a 
lid on spending. 

During the provincial 
budget, announced Thurs¬ 
day by Finance Minister 
Lloyd Snelgrove, it was re¬ 
vealed that user fees would 
increase for the first time 
since 2002. 

Effective April 1, Alber¬ 
tans will pay more for 
everything from reserving 
a camping spot, renewing a 
driver’s licence, purchasing 
an identity card and land 
titles for mortgages — 
among others. Liquor and 
tobacco taxes will remain 
the same, ometro

Budget doesn’t cut 
it: School officials 


O $1.2 billion allocated to schools and post-secondary institutions 
in provincial budget O $257-million increase in school spending 
gives teachers a 4.4% wage boost as contracts require 


School board officials and 
parents are giving the 
provincial budget a fail on 
education spending. 

Edmonton Public 
School Board vice-chair 
Sarah Hoffman says after 
the boost to salaries, 
which she’s thankful for, 
there’s only one per cent 
left of the $ 1.2-million pie. 

“The biggest woriy is 
it’s going to affect the 
classroom,” she said. 

“When the majority of 
your budget is focused at 


the classroom and you’re 
not seeing any growth, the 
potential to affect class 
sizes is there.” 

Parent groups are con¬ 
cerned about cuts in areas 
like the Alberta Initiative 
for School Improvement 
(AISI), which was halved in 
this budget. 

“Our organization is 
worried,” said Michelle 
Mulder, executive director 
of the Alberta School 
Councils Association, 
adding the cash for 


salaries and taking away 
funds from ESL programs 
and the AISI may mean 
parents having to 
fundraise. 

“What does it say when 
you cut a program in 
half?” 

That could spell layoffs, 
as boards may see cuts of 
up to three per cent in 
their own budgets, accord¬ 
ing to Jacquie Hansen, 
president of the Alberta 
School Boards Association.

Arena beneficial for 
businesses: Report 



O Liaison group between city, team

Downtown businesses will 
benefit from an arena de¬ 
velopment despite logical 
concerns, says a new report. 

The potential district in 
Edmonton was compared 
with similar developments 
in five American cities by 
two hired professors. 

“What we wanted to do 
is start based on the experi¬ 
ence of other North Ameri¬ 
can venues,” said city 
manager Simon Farbrother. 
“Historically the decision 
was to put the arena where 
it is, (but) today seems to be 
sajdng put it in the core, 
create S 5 mergy around 
that.” 

The study, conducted by 
Dan Mason of the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta and Mark 
Rosentraub of the Universi¬ 


ty of Michigan, compared 
the potential development 
with others in Cleveland 
and Columbus, Ohio, 
Kansas City, Mo., and Min¬ 
neapolis and St. Paul, Minn. 

Their examples indicate 
“business properties in the 
central city have remained 
relatively equal in propor¬ 
tion to the county (or even 
increased).” 

Council will discuss the 
report next week, and may 
elect to hear from experts 
before a potential vote 
April 6.

The Casualty Identifica¬ 
tion section of the Direc¬ 
torate of Histoiy and 
Heritage set out to identify 
the remains over the last 
few years. 

Military personnel 
records, facial reconstruc¬ 
tion and biological testing 
were completed in order 
to make the identification. 

Al McLaren and his 
brother Art supplied the 
DNA needed for the test¬ 
ing, as Lawless was his ma¬ 
ternal grandmother’s 
brother. DNA from the re¬ 
mains was compared with 
that of the McLaren’s. 

“It was really something 
to have a conclusion to 


this and to find out for 
sure,” said Al McLaren. 

“It goes back to your ba¬ 
sic foundation as to where 
you came from.” 

Lawless will be buried 
in a final resting place at 
La Chaudiere Military 


Cemeteiy in Vimy, France, 
on March 15. The ceme¬ 
tery currently has 907 First 
World War soldiers buried 
or commemorated there. 

McLaren doesn’t plan 
on making the trip to 
France, but said that fami-

► The first soldier was identi¬ 
fied in 2007 as Pte. Herbert 
Peterson of Berry Creek, Al¬ 
ta.

This University of Alberta 
researcher has proven what 
cannabis fans may already 
suspect: THC sparks the 
munchies. 

Wendy Wismer, associ¬ 
ate professor of agricul- 
tme, food and nutritional 
science at the University of 
Alberta, reports in a just-re- 
leased study that cancer pa¬ 
tients who ingested the 
active ingredient in mari¬ 
juana experienced larger 
appetites. 

“Those individuals re¬ 
ceiving THC (versus a place¬ 
bo group) reported they 
had an appetite for once, 
and for them to say their 
food actually tasted better 
is a big step,” said Wismer, 
adding a small appetite and 
consequent weight loss can 
impair a person’s ability to 
fight the disease. 


The sample group with 
later-stage cancer ingested 
the pill Marinol — legally 
available for medicinal use 
— to determine if they 
would gain appetites. Oth¬ 
ers took a placebo. 

“Some people have 
called it the Cheech and 
Chong effect,” said Wismer. 
“And, in a group of patients 


that don’t have an appetite, 
to turn people around is 
pretty big.” 

Patients also reported 
other effects as a result of 
the low dose of THC they 
were exposed to over the 
18-day period, including a 
better quality of sleep and 
relaxation.

rising, denouncing what he 
called “grave violations to 
human rights and human 
and international laws.” 

In Zawiya, 50 kilometres 
west of Tripoli, an army 
unit attacked the city’s 
Souq Mosque, where 
regime opponents had 
been camped for days in a 


protest calling for Gad¬ 
hafi’s ouster, a witness 
said. The soldiers opened 
fire with automatic 
weapons and hit the 
mosque’s minaret with fire 
from an anti-aircraft gun, 
he said. 

A doctor at a field clinic 


set up at the mosque said 
he saw the bodies of 10 
dead, shot in the head and 
chest, as well as around 
150 wounded. 

The other attack came at 
a small airport outside Mis- 
rata, Libya’s third largest 
city, where rebel residents 


claimed control Wednes¬ 
day. Militiamen with rock¬ 
et-propelled grenades and 
mortars barraged rebels 
who were guarding the air¬ 
port, said one of the rebels 
involved in the battle. 

During the fighting, the 
airport’s defenders seized 


an anti-aircraft gun used by 
the militias and turned it 
against them, he said. 

He said dead and 
wounded had been taken 
to Misrata hospitals but 
could not give exact fig¬ 
ures.

At Belmarsh Magis¬ 
trates’ Court in southeast 
London, District Judge 
Howard Riddle ruled the 
39-year-old whistleblower 
should be extradited to 
Sweden to face sexual as¬ 
sault allegations. 

The judge ejected 
claims from the Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder that he 
would not face a fair trial, 
sa)dng that the allegations 
of rape and sexual mo¬ 
lestation by two women 
against Assange meet the 
definition of extraditable 
offences and that the 
Swedish warrant had been 
properly issued and was 


valid. 

After hearing three 
days of testimony this 
month. Riddle concluded 
“there is simply no reason 
to believe there has been a 
mistake.” 

Eventually Assange left 
the building to speak in 
front of the media. Look¬ 
ing tired rather than his 
relaxed self, and while 
gazing across to the atten¬ 
tive media, Assange called 
the court case an “abusive 
process.” The famed 
whistleblower did not ap¬ 
pear to smile throughout 
his speech. 

After the judge’s deci¬ 
sion surfaced to the out¬ 
side, the number of 
protesters — many of 
whom donned masks k la 
movie V for Vendetta — 
swelled, voicing their 


anger and frustration. A 
number of activists per¬ 
formed a sit-down protest 
as a result of the hearing, 
after which they were 
eventually physically re¬ 
moved by police. 

Meanwhile, Claes 
Borgstrom, the lawyer 
representing the two 
women at the center of 
the sexual allegations, 
told major Swedish news 
agency Tidningamas 
Telegramb)a'a: “This deci¬ 
sion was expected because 
there was no reason to re¬ 
fuse extradition. The only 
thing would be if the Eng¬ 
lish court had decided 
that Assange couldn’t be 
guaranteed a fair trial 
in Sweden, and that is 
not the case.”

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Making sense of 
Egypt’s jailbreak 

O Egypt’s military-led government to probe mass prison escapes during

It remains one of the many 
murky chapters of Eg 5 ^t’s 
uprising — how did one- 
fourth of the nation’s pris¬ 
oners manage to escape 
and at least 120 end up 
dead, most in a single 
chaotic weekend? 

Some allege the mass 
prison break was 
engineered by an embat¬ 
tled regime tiying to cling 
to power by creating anar¬ 
chy, though other testimo¬ 
ny suggests there may not 
have been a single guiding 
hand. 

A few days after the re¬ 
volt began on Jan. 25, po¬ 
lice vanished from the 
streets and the military 
took over — a transition 
that was followed immedi¬ 
ately by an explosion of 
looting, arson and lawless¬ 


ness on the streets of 
Cairo. During a weekend 
of chaos, about 23,000 of 
the nation’s 80,000 prison¬ 
ers fled. 

While security forces 
appear to have released in¬ 
mates or abandoned posts 
at some prisons, guards 
elsewhere used live fire to 
put down riots or battled 
armed men tiying to free 
prisoners, including by 
ramming a gate with a 
bulldozer. At one lockup,

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New light on ancestors 


'Truly spectacular'

Some 11,500 years ago, 
one of America’s earliest 
families laid the remains 
of a three-year-old child 
to rest in their home in 
what is now Alaska. 

The discoveiy of that 
burial is shedding new 
light on the life and times 
of the early settlers who 
crossed to the New World 
from Asia, researchers re¬ 
port in Friday’s edition of 
the journal Science. 

The bones represent 
the earliest human 
remains discovered in the 
Arctic, a “pretty 
significant find,” said Ben 
A. Potter of the University 
of Alaska Fairbanks. 

While ancient Alaskan 
residents were known to 


hunt large game, the 
newly discovered site 
shows they also foraged 
for fish, birds and small 
mammals, he explained. 

“Here we know there 
were young children and 
females. So this is a 
whole piece of the settle¬ 
ment system that we had 
virtually no record of.” 

The site of the discov¬ 
ery, Upper Sun River, is in 


the forest of the Tanana 
lowlands in central Alas¬ 
ka, Potter and his 
colleagues report. 

Potter said the find, 
which included evidence 
of what appeared to be a 
seasonal house and the 
cremated remains of the 
child, “is truly spectacu¬ 
lar in all senses of the 
word.”

If his recent career choic¬ 
es haven’t made it clear 
— Charlie and the Choco¬ 
late Factory, the Pirates of 
the Caribbean films, Alice 
in Wonderland — Johnny 
Depp is looking to enter¬ 
tain the kids. And his lat¬ 
est, the animated Rango 
about a chameleon who 
escapes his cage and 
fights crime in the Wild 
West, is no exception. 
“Kids in general, as an 


audience, are the way for¬ 
ward because they’re not 
sullied by intellectual ex¬ 
pectation or this or that. 
It’s a very pure kind of re¬ 
sponse to the work,” 
Depp says. 

“I trust kids far more 
than I do adults. Kids give 
you the honest opinion, 
you know. They tell the 
truth.” 

The revelation about 
younger audiences came, 
naturally, from his own 
experiences as a parent, 
Depp explains. “Before Pi¬ 
rates 1, I had a daughter. 
And for about four years. 


all I watched was like car¬ 
toons — just cartoons,” he 
explains. “I realized at 
that point that the param¬ 
eters were far away from 
what we do in sort of nor¬ 
mal, everyday movies, 
and that you can get away 
with a lot more. Kids ac¬ 
cept a lot more, and they 
buy it, you know, because 
they’re free.” 

But while kids are a 
much more satisfying au¬ 
dience, Depp’s own chil¬ 
dren — daughter 
Lily-Rose, 11, and son 
Jack, 9 — can also be the 
toughest critics. And per¬ 


haps as a result of having 
such a famous and 
chameleon-like father, 
Depp’s kids aren’t easily 
fazed by his work. 

“The things that I’ve 
done that my kids have 
been sort of privy to — 
Willy Wonka and all — it 
doesn’t register,” he says. 
“They’re far more inter¬ 
ested in Family Guy or 
Justin Bieber.” 

While Depp easily con¬ 
cedes that being an actor 
means telling lies for a 
living, telling lies as a par¬ 
ent hasn’t come nearly as 
naturally for him. 


“I had horrific guilt for 
many years, playing along 
with the Santa Claus 
thing,” he says. “You’re 
never going to bring it up 
to them. They’re going to 
arrive and say, ‘Hey, 
you’ve been telling me a 
lie for my entire life. 
What are you prepared to 
do about that?’ 

“We’re now kind of 
just on the outskirts of 
that, so I feel OK.

Former King of Kensington 
star Fiona Reid wishes she’d 
been a bit older when the 
Canadian sitcom endeared 
audiences on both sides of 
the border in the ’70s. 

“If I hadn’t been so 
young I would’ve appreciat¬ 
ed it more for what it was,” 
said Reid, 59, who will re¬ 
ceive an Award of Excel¬ 
lence Friday from the 
Toronto chapter of the 
Canadian performers 
union, ACTRA. 

“I’ve never quite got over 
the depth of that bonding 
with an audience that that 
show created, and for me 
that was the litmus test that 
said, ‘Yes, Canadians want 
to see their own on screens.’ 

“What we have to fight 
now is just to make sure the 
economics and the water¬ 
ing down of CRTC regula¬ 
tions don’t allow our 
culture to disappear.” 

King of Kensington 
starred Reid as Cathy, wife 
of convenience store owner 
Lany (the late A1 Waxman), 
who was a mediator of sorts 
for residents in Toronto’s 


multicultural Kensington 
Market district. Guest stars 
included John Candy, Eu¬ 
gene Levy and Mike Myers. 

Launched in 1975 on 
CBC, the show ran for five 
seasons, was syndicated in 
the U.S. and drew compar¬ 
isons to Norman Lear sit¬ 
coms of the decade, 
including All in the Family 
and Maude. 

Born in England, Reid 
lived in several countries 
before settling in Canada 
(her dad was a doctor in the 
British Army). She studied 


acting at McGill University 
and at the Banff Centre for 
the Arts and became fluent 
in French. 

Her first professional act¬ 
ing job was a school tour 
with the Globe Theatre in 
Saskatchewan “in a little 
orange bus that leaked oil,” 
she recalls.

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Never bet on 
the Western 

O True Grit rides tall with 10 Oscar nominations, including best picture 
O But Western films historically have a poor aim on wins 



True Grit is a rarity for 
modern Holl 5 ^ood, a hit 
Western. With 10 nomina¬ 
tions, including best pic¬ 
ture, it’s also a rarity at the 
Academy Awards, where 
only a few cowboy tales 
have had much success. 

While the 1930s, ‘40s 
and ‘50s were the glory 
years of Westerns, two of 
the genre’s three best-pic¬ 
ture winners actually are 


from modern times: Kevin 
Costner’s 1990 Indian epic 
Dances With Wolves and 
Clint Eastwood’s 1992 
gunman-for-hire tale Un¬ 
forgiven. 

The other Western to 
lasso Holl 5 ^ood’s biggest 
prize was Cimarron, a 
sprawling saga of the 
Oklahoma land boom that 
was the best-picture win¬ 
ner for 1932-33. 


Joel and Ethan Coen’s 
2007 best-picture triumph 
No Country for Old Men 
has a lot of trappings of an 
old-style Western, but it’s 
a contemporary crime sto¬ 
ry told with modern cow¬ 
boys, lawmen and 
outlaws. 

The Coens also directed 
True Grit, based on the 
same novel that inspired 
the 1969 big-screen adap¬ 
tation that won John 
Wa 5 me a best-actor Oscar 
as one-eyed U.S. Marshal 
Rooster Cogburn. 

Wayne’s version earned 
only one other Oscar nom¬ 
ination, for its theme 
song. 

True Grit is considered 
a longshot in most of its 
Oscar categories, a famil¬ 
iar position for Westerns 
on HolljAVOod’s big night. 

Only a handful of West¬ 
erns have ever been nomi¬ 
nated for best picture, 
most of them losers, in¬ 
cluding 1928’s In Old Ari¬ 
zona, 1939’s Stagecoach, 
1943’s The Ox-Bow Inci¬ 
dent, 1952’s High Noon 
and 1969’s Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid. 

Some of Hollj^ood’s 
most-acclaimed Westerns, 
such as My Darling 


Clementine, The 

Searchers, The Magnifi¬ 
cent Seven and The Man 
Who Shot Liberty Valance, 
were virtually overlooked 
at the Oscars (the former 
two had no nominations 
and the latter two received 
only one each). 

Along with Wayne, per¬ 
formers have scored some 
wins in Westerns, among 
them best-actor recipients 
Gaiy Cooper for High 
Noon and Lee Marvin for 
1965’s Cat Ballou and sup¬ 
porting actors Thomas 
Mitchell for Stagecoach, 
Walter Brennan for 1940’s 
The Westerner and Gene 
Hackman for Unforgiven. 
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And the Razzie 
goes to...

Denis Villeneuve’s accept¬ 
ance speech is ready—just 
in case his Incendies wins 
the best foreign-language 
film at Sunday’s Oscars.

“I don’t have the 
choice,” he said. “I’m used 
to improvising, but in this 
case I know I will be too 
nervous and I’d be scared 
about forgetting people. 

“I prefer to prepare and 
not win, than win and not 
be ready. I’m exaggerating, 
but I can’t improvise.” 

Incendies, which fol¬ 
lows twins as they travel 
from Montreal to the Mid¬ 
dle East to uncover their 


mother’s war-ravaged 
past, is one of five films 
up for the prize. 

The other contenders 
are Biutiful of Mexico, 
Dogtooth of Greece, In a 
Better World of Den¬ 
mark and Outside the 
Law of Algeria. 

Asked how he was 
feeling, Villeneuve 

replied: “I’m trying to be 
as Zen as possible.” 

Villeneuve admitted 
there is a fierce competi¬ 
tive streak that courses 
through his veins. “I am 
not proud of it — it’s arro¬ 
gant and adolescent-like — 
but I am veiy competi¬ 
tive,” he said. 

“But if I lose Sunday 
night, I won’t be destroyed, 
and I will be happy for the

winner. I am competitive, 
but I’m able to recognize 
the talent of others.” 

Incendies was named 
best Canadian film by 
Toronto and Vancouver 
film critics and has collect¬ 
ed several awards on the 
festival circuit.

Sound Check 




uring a lecture 
to 

broadcasting 
students at 
Fanshawe Gol- 
lege in London 
last Friday, a question was 
floated about the dire 
state of rock music: “Mu¬ 
sic is so awful now. Why 
do we have to live in Justin 
Bieber’s world?” My 
answer to that was simple: 
“This, too, shall pass.” 

I’ve been involved in mu¬ 
sic long enough to remem¬ 
ber all the times when teen 
dreams dominated 
mainstream consciousness 
and rock was declared dead. 

It felt hopeless when the 
Bay Gity Rollers were 
selling millions in the 70s. 
There was much despair 
during the New Kids 


on the Blockpebbie 
Gibson/Tiffany crisis of the 
late 80s. Rockers felt help¬ 
less during the Spice 
Girls/Britney/Backstreet/’N 
Sync apocalypse of the late 
90s. And now, panic has set 
in over Bieber and Gaga. 

There were other scares, 
too. How about the early 
80s synthesizer revolution, 
which filled the air with 
predictions of the death of 
guitar-based rock. The rise 
of the DJ and dance culture 
struck twice, first in the 
late 80s and then in the late 
90s. But a funny thing has 
happened eveiy single 
time: rock rebounded to re¬ 
sume its spot as the preemi¬ 
nent form of popular 
culture. 

I’ve written much on the 
theoiy of the Rock-Pop Gy- 
cle, a 12 to 13-year period in 


which they battle each oth¬ 
er for mainstream 
supremacy. It’s a complicat¬ 
ed dance, rooted in demo¬ 
graphics, economics and 
whether there’s a Republi¬ 
can or a Democrat in the 
White House or if there’s a 
Liberal or Gonservative liv¬ 
ing at 10 Downing Street. 
You can trace this cycle all 
the way back to the birth of 
rock ’n’ roll in the early 
1950s. 

And the next rock renais¬ 
sance has already begun.

No blockbusters, but lots 
of NBA deadline deals 


The Ottawa Senators 
broke the bank to sign 
Alex Kovalev two summers 
ago. 

Instead of being the 
game breaker they 
thought he’d be, however, 
Kovalev only managed to 
break a few hearts, and on 
Thursday the Senators de¬ 
cided to cut their losses. 

Ottawa general manag¬ 
er Biyan Murray continued 
his radical overhaul of the 
team’s roster ahead of 
Monday’s trade deadline 
by trading Kovalev to the 
Pittsburgh Penguins for a 
conditional seventh-round 
draft choice. 

If the Penguins win a 
playoff round and Kovalev, 
who turned 38 on Thurs¬ 
day, plays in at least half 
the games, the pick be¬ 
comes a sixth-rounder. 

Kovalev becomes the 
fifth regular to leave Ot¬ 
tawa’s lineup in two 
weeks, following Mike 
Fisher, Chris Kelly, Jarkko 
Ruutu and Brian Elliott out 
the dressing-room door of 
a team that will miss the 
playoffs for the second 
time in three seasons. 

The move also brings a 
close to the talented-but- 
frustrating forward’s time 
in Ottawa after he signed a 
$ 10-million US, two-year 
contract to join the Sena¬ 
tors as a free agent in the 
summer of 2009, but just 
never seemed to be a good 
fit.
